Com' 
mending as excellent the basic floor 
plan and room layout, he made a 
number of suggestions for modern' 
Nation and simplification of the ex' 
terior design and finish. These 
changes, he thought, would not only 
result in a substantial saving over 
original estimates of cost on the 
more ornate original plan, but would 
take full advantage of the latest and 
best materials and methods of con' 
struction. We are to have from 
the architect in the near, future, 
when he has completed his study of 
the revised exterior layout, sketches 
illustrating the changes he proposes. 
These we shall pass on to our friends 
in word and picture as soon as ava ; b 
able. 

More than for any other reason, 
we are desirous that the Admiivstra' 
tion Building should be completed so 
that it may serve its true purpose 
that of being a means to the end 
that young people might be educated 
and might lx* instructed and built up 
in the "Faith once delivered. . . 

We want the Building to be attrac' 
tive and a source of right pride to 
those whose faithful stewardship has 
made it possible; but we welcome any 
way to more effectively let the dob 
lars contribute to the actual useful' 
ness of the building. For this reason, 
we were delighted with the hope held 
out to us, that without sacrifir^ of 
the functional features we might by 
exterior changes reduce the person*'' 
age of cost devoted to the sheerly 
ornamental. 

We shall keep our Newsette 
friends in touch with progress month 
by month. Join us in prayer that the 
Lord may make possible soon the sur' 
mounting of every obstacle of lack 
of materials, labor, or funds.

various denominational backgrounds.

EVANGELICAL SCHOOLS 
CROWDED 

One of the hitherto closely guard- 
ed secrets of these strange war days 
has now leaked out, and it becomes 
clear that the majority of evangelical 
schools — Bible institutes, colleges and 
seminaries arc overflowing with stu- 
dents. The trend, which began 
shortly after middle-class Christians 
began to profit from the high-wage 
boom, was not publicized at first be- 
cause of two reasons, say those on 
the inside. First, because it might 
sound unpatriotic. Second, because 
any intimation of overcrowding 
might discourage some from seeking 
entrance. 

Now, however, the first objection 
is completely answered in the fact 
that there is actually a shortage of 
pastors, evangelists and Christian 
workers to meet current needs. And, 
so far as the second is concerned, 
school officials are wondering if it 
might not have been better to state 
the facts from the beginning. At 
least, the announcement would have 
given advance notice of the possibil- 
ity of rejected applications — the head- 
ache they are now facing. 

The curious fact is that all this is 
taking place in face of the toughest 
experience that “modernistic" church- 
related colleges and universities have 
ever faced. As one evangelical 
school official reported, “They jirt 
can't believe us when we say our en- 
rollment is increasing at the rate of 
50 v per cent per year. Theirs has 
decreased sometimes up to 70 per 
cent. . . . The war, of course, is the 
factor which has brought on the 
catastrophe. But, as another Chris- 
tian school official points out, “When 
our normal ratio of men returns, our 
increase will be over 100 per cent." 

All of which means that as soon 
as building restrictions are lifted, 
there will be a rush to expand build- 
ing facilities. This appears to be true 
particularly in the South, West and 
Middle West.
